17 hinged on speedy settlement of a 
deadlock between Olson and the 
senate on relief; Olson’s signing of 
the budget, which one administra- 
tion spokesman said might be to- 
morrow, and disposition of the re- 
maining revenue measures. 

Meanwhile, legislators payless 
since May 20 fumed and fretted as | 
little progress was being made on 
crowded calendars. Republicans sug- 1 
gested that possibly the administra- 
tion was trying to “starve” them in- 
to passing some of the governor’s | 
proposals and there were rumors, de- | 
nied by all democratic sources, that 
legislators loyal to the administra- 
tion were having their living ex- 
penses paid by the party in anti- |

Stockton Police Get 
Information On 
Bakersfield Slaying 


STOCKTON, (WP) — Information 
that a maniac who killed three men 
in the hobo jungles here last. wee 
might have been the man who mur- 
dered the father of Attorney Gen- 
eral Earl Warren in Bakersfield a 
year ago, was in the possession of 
authorities here today. 

Though skeptical of the “tip,” 
police indicated it would be thor- 
oughly investigated in the hope 
that the killed would be discover- 
ed. The “tip” came on a postcard 
mailed in Stockton. It said that the 
man who Killed the transients and 
Methias H. Warren lives in river 
bottoms and hobo jungles. 

Police withheld full text of the 
missive so that their investigation 
would not be hampered. 

Warren was slugged to death in 
the kitchen of his home on May 
14, 1838. The hobos were similarly 
bludgeoned in the past ten days.

But Who Defends. 
Child Against Us? 


By GARRY C. MYERS, Ph.D. 


WE OFTEN do not respect the 
rights of possession by our child. It 
is difficult for us to get away from 
treating him as if he were our prop- 
erty—as if all he has were ours. 

Accordingly, we may use the 
crayon of the five-year-old, his 
scissors, toys, toilet articles and 
books as if they belonged to us. 
When, in like manner, he appro- 
priates our things, we are annoyed; 
we may punish him. Our human 
frailties in such instances are so 
subtle that we hardly are aware of 
our offense against the child. 


Embarrassing Incident 


One day I was working in my gar- 
den when my younger boy, then 
aged five, came around and said: 
“That’s all right, Daddy, you can 
use my rake; use it all summer if 
you like.” It had never occurred to 
me that I should have had permis- 
sion from the child to use his rake. 
Nevertheless, his remark reminded 
me that only ‘two days earlier I had 
refused a request to use my shovel. 
I must confess that I was much em- 
barrassed. I hastened to apologize 
to the little owner and to express 
honest appreciation for the blanket 
permit he had volunteered, 


As Punishment 
Many conscientious parents con- 


fiscate the toys of a child in order ! books. 


to punish him. The boy pulls his 
sister’s hair and his story book is 
put away for several days. Daugh- 
ter has said a naughty word and her 
crayons are denied her for a week. 
But the crayons are hers; the story 
book is his. So long as the owner 
does not injure his possession, nor 
himself nor any one else with it, the 
ownership should be respected. To 
take a child’s toy away from him 
when he has done something wholly 
unrelated to it may prove to be a 
powerful punishment, but it will 
give the child an unhealthy attitude 
toward ownership of property. We 
parents have police protection of 
our rights and property, but who 
shall defend our children against 
us?

Not only are we likely to appro- 
priate our children’s property for 
personal use, but we may even take 
the liberty of lending it to others. 
Perhaps a little child comes to visit 
in our home and out we drag the 
toys of our older child who may be 
absent.

canned beef for the United States 


navy would evoke an immediate | 


howl from our own livestock grow- 
ers. But what

Argentine order 
was the supple- 
mentary presi- 
dential remark 
to the effect 
that the south- 
ern_ republic’s 
meat is ‘‘cheap- 
er and infinitely 
better” than 
ours. 

Well, it IS 
cheaper. That is to say, the Ar- 
gentinos considerably undersold 
our domestic packers on this par- 
ticular order.

Our cattle- 
men rejoin that the Argentine gov- 
ernment subsidizes its meat ex- 
ports. Possibly it does. Yet the 
fact remains’that our navy saves 
money by taking that canned stuff. 
Being personally a free trader, like 
State Secretary Hull, who is said 
to have inspired the Argentine 
purchase, in connection with his 
reciprocal commercial policy, I 
haven't much sympathy with the
